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Costa to open Axminster shop 


A MULTINATIONAL coffeehouse chain 
looks set to takeover a prime retail unit in 
Axminster. 

It was confirmed last week that Costa had applied 
for permission to turn the ground floor premises pre¬ 
viously occupied by Trinity House’s Home-in-Style 
into a coffee shop. 

The town council’s planning committee met on 
Monday afternoon to discuss the plans but won’t give 
official backing until some issues are clarified, includ¬ 
ing sewage, waste collection, deliveries and access for 
the disabled. 

Planning committee chairman Brian Watson said: “I 
can’t see a real problem in Costa coming to Axminster, 
on planning grounds, if we can sort out the few points 
we have discussed.” 

Costa operations director Andy Hirst attended the 
meeting and will provide answers to the questions 
asked, and the application will be back on the agenda 
in about two weeks. 
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The potential impact on existing coffee shops was 
mentioned, but not debated as it is not a planning issue 
as such. 

The revelation on the View News web site quickly 
sparked a debate on social media, some being de¬ 
lighted that a national chain wants to set up shop in 
Axminster, others concerned about the future of exist¬ 
ing coffee shops. 

Pulman’s View sought comment from existing coffee 
shops in the town. 

Some were unavailable or unwilling to comment, but 
Laurence Norman of The Westcountry Higgler said: 
“I think it is going to make absolutely no difference. 
Costa, like all of us, have their own type of customer. 

“It is going to bring more jobs and may even bring 
more people to the high street.” 

Jenny Fells, a director of Axminster Arts, which runs 
Axminster Arts Cafe, said: “Our selling point is our 
lovely courtyard garden, and I don’t think Costa can 
compete with that. 


“But I think Costa coming here is potentially detri¬ 
mental to anyone selling refreshments.” 

Axminster Chamber of Commerce is concerned 
about the impact on existing coffee shops but, looking 
at the wider picture, chairman Shane Morgan said: 
“We are very pleased to hear that a major national 
chain is coming and taking up such a prominent 
premises as it would have been very sad had it been 
empty for any length of time. 

“Hopefully this will also bring attention to the po¬ 
tential for the George Hotel building.” 

The application has been submitted by Jurassic Coast 
Coffee, which will run the coffee shop on a franchise 
basis should the application be approved. 

What is sought is permission to change the use of the 
premises from shop use (Class Al) to mixed use (Class 
A1/A3) plus listed building consent for external and 
internal alterations. 

The town council planning committee’s remit is 
simply to make a recommendation to East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council, which will make a decision in due 
course. 

Prior to the meeting, Axminster mayor Paul Hay¬ 
ward encouraged locals to attend, and said: “The town

council has always tried, and will always try, to bal¬ 
ance their desire for a thriving, business and enterprise 
sector in the town, which will occupy otherwise empty 
premises, and which will provide much needed em¬ 
ployment to local people, with the need to regularise 
the ratio of particular outlets; be they coffee shops, es¬ 
tate agents, charity shops and the like. 

“Businesses will only establish themselves where 
they feel there is an opportunity to succeed, and ulti¬ 
mately, it is the buying public that decide whether 
businesses rise or fall, not your town council.” 

“Axminster is home to a significant number of 
small, independent shops and this is what gives our 
town such a unique feel. 

“I fully appreciate the reservations of those already 
operating similar businesses around town, and I would 
urge them all to contribute their views so those making 
the decisions can hear both sides of the arguments.”

Museum to apply 
for Lottery grant 

SEATON Museum curator Ted Gosling has re¬ 
vealed plans to apply for an £80,000 National Lot¬ 
tery grant to redesign the display area. 

A revamp would not see the museum get any 
bigger in size, but would make sure that more ef¬ 
fective use of available space is made. This would 
be achieved in different ways, including digitali¬ 
sation. 

Mr Gosling stressed that a decision to apply has 
not been made and is subject to committee ap¬ 
proval and that Axe Valley Heritage Association 
(which runs the museum) gets a 10-year lease 
minimum for the premises. 

The current office would be vastly increased to 
become more research-friendly, and would also 
hold 350 books recently donated to the museum.

How do you take your coffee? 



THE pending arrival of Costa Coffee in Axmin¬ 
ster has been greeted with mixed views. 

There are those who think that Axminster 
has enough coffee outlets and would much 
prefer to support a local business rather than a 
conglomerate. 

Others will argue that a high street brand like 
Costa coming to Axminster demonstrates that 
the town does have a commercial future. 

If planning permission is granted, the Costa 
outlet will be operated by a franchisee, Jurassic 
Coffee, who have a number of other outlets in 
the area, including one of their more successful 
branches in Lyme Regis. 

They are moving into the substantial 
premises formerly occupied by the Home-in- 
Style department of Trinity House. Such a big 
commercial premises could have remained on 
unoccupied for years. 

There was a right old hue and cry when it was 
announced that Costa were coming to Lyme, a 
town which has as many coffee shops as Seat¬ 
tle. A campaign to boycott Costa did not last 
long and the Lyme outlet, situated in one of the 
main street’s most expensive rental proper¬ 
ties, has been a huge success. I have no doubt 


that the Axminster outlet will follow suit. 

Of course, it can be argued that things are dif¬ 
ferent in Lyme because of the huge influx of 
people it attracts during the summer months, 
so the town can sustain a number of coffee 
shops. 

Coffee is big business wherever you go in the 
world. It’s rapidly becoming part of our daily life. 
At one time a coffee came in black or white; 
now there are a myriad of ways to take the 
bean. With all sorts of flavours. 

So many, in fact, that I find it difficult to decide 
what I want and usually end up ordering some 
sort of frothy concoction, the ingredients for 
which are a total mystery to me. 

Before you think I am showing undue syco¬ 
phancy towards Costa, let me assure you I have 
no commercial reason for doing so. They are 
not likely to advertise with us; Costa doesn’t 
really need to, such is their nationwide profile. 
And there is more good news on the horizon for 
Axminster. 

I understand an offer has been made for an¬ 
other prime vacant town centre site - the for¬ 
mer HSBC Bank.

Hospital beds 
under threat 


SOMERSET 


CHIEF Constable Andy Marsh has pledged to im¬ 
prove Avon and Somerset Constabulary's detec¬ 
tion rate and response to dwelling burglaries. 

The pledge was made after the Police and Crime 
Panel heard that the number of dwelling burglar¬ 
ies rose by almost 28 per cent in the last year, 
which equates to an additional 1,194 crimes com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

Chief Constable Marsh said: “I understand how 
devastating the impact of serious dwelling bur¬ 
glaries can be for those victims whose homes 
and privacy are infringed. 

“We absolutely need to improve the detection 
of these crimes and our response to them. 

“In all my experience of policing, I have learnt 
that where we get spikes like this the quickest 
solution is to stop those who are behind the bur¬ 
glaries." 

He said that it is often a small handful of indi¬ 
viduals who are responsible, and that police to 
show them that police action against people who 
prey on innocent people. 

Chief Constable Marsh added: “I can assure you 


we will make life extremely difficult for them in 
our communities. As a force, we are facing huge 
demands on our resources but I am committed to 
improving the way we deal with this issue. 

1 ‘If your home is in the process of being burgled, 
you should call 999 immediately and officers will 
get to you as a priority." 

A police spokesperson continued: 1 ‘If your home 
has been burgled and the offenders have left, 
please call 101 and report this. 

“Our call handlers will know what to do and ad¬ 
vise you on preserving key evidence until officers 
arrive." 

‘ ‘You can take precautions to protect your prop¬ 
erty and stop you and your family becoming vic¬ 
tims of crime too." 


HONITON Hospital is set to lose all inpatient beds 
in a cost cutting exercise which has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘a dark day' for the town. 

The fight is also on to save Sidmouth and Seaton 
hospitals' inpatient beds after it was announced 
that they also could be removed. 

The removal of the beds comes after the North¬ 
ern, Eastern and Western Devon Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group announced plans for a 
consultation into the closure of beds in Devon. 

NEW Devon CCG announced the list of hospitals 
whose beds would be entered into the consulta¬ 
tion process, concerning whether or not they 
should be kept. 

Honiton - along with Okehampton - was not in¬ 
cluded on the list, with angry residents taking 
this as confirmation that they will lose the beds 
at the hospital. 

Health chiefs hope that the bed cuts will save 
around £5million a year, with around 40 per cent 
of current running costs reinvested in creating 
health hubs and providing more care in people's 
homes. 

Honiton Hospital League of Friends said they 
were devastated to receive the news of the pro¬ 
posal to close all the medical beds. 

Chairman of the League of Friends, Heather 
Penwarden said: “This is a dark day for Honiton 
Hospital. There has been a hospital in Honiton for 
many generations and we have been proud of 
how we have been able to care for the sick, el¬ 
derly and vulnerable within our community. We 
have had no warning of these proposals so it has 
been a complete shock for us and all the staff at 
the hospital." 

Four options have been recommended for 
consultation; each option recommends where 
beds should be kept and how many. 

Option A: Beds at Tiverton (32), Seaton (24) 
and Exmouth (16); 

Option B: Beds at Tiverton (32), Sidmouth (24) 
and Exmouth (16); 

Option C: Beds at Tiverton (32), Seaton (24) 
and Whipton (16); 

Option D: Beds at Tiverton (32), Sidmouth (24) 
and Whipton (16). 

Sidmouth could gain beds - but could also 
lose them altogether. Seaton, too, could lose all 
of their beds. 


Chief Constable 
Marsh concluded: “By 
working together, I am 
convinced that we can 
tackle this and make 
our communities 
safer." 


Sir Hugo says road improvement 
plans should include full dualling 


EAST Devon MP Sir 
Hugo Swire has called 
for the stretch of the 
A303/A30 between 
Honiton and Ilminster to 
become fully dualled. 

In their South West 
Manifesto, the Conser¬ 
vatives pledged to invest 
£2 billion in the A303 
but under current plans 
the stretch from Honiton 
to Ilminster is to be re¬ 
placed with a three lane 
road - not a full dual 


carriageway. 

Sir Hugo said: “Ad¬ 
mittedly the stretch of 
the A30 which runs 
through my con¬ 
stituency is already fully 
dualled. 

“However, my con¬ 


stituents use the Honiton 
to Ilminster stretch of 
the A303/A30 as much 
as anyone else and that 
is the basis of my inter¬ 
est. 

“I welcome the fact 
that a brand new road is 
now due to be con¬ 
structed between Honi¬ 
ton and Ilminster instead 
of the original proposal 
to simply carry out 
minor improvements to 
the current carriageway. 

“This road is already 
due to consist of three 
lanes and I would ques¬ 
tion whether adding an 
extra lane would have 
anything other than a 
very minor effect both 
in terms of financial cost 


and environmental im¬ 
pact. I am not convinced 
that insufficient traffic 
along this stretch is a 
reason not to go for full 
dualling. 

“If traffic numbers are 
low then this might be 
down to the fact that the 
road is clearly inade¬ 
quate. 

“The bottom line is 
that our transport infras¬ 
tructure in the South 
West has historically 
suffered from underin¬ 
vestment and it is about 
time this changed. 

“Our local economy, 
and especially our 
tourism industry, needs 
a modern and efficient 
road network.”

New-build delay leaves woman and children 
temporarily homeless 


AN AXMINSTER woman eventually moved into a 
new house after a very late building problem 
made her temporarily homeless. 

Emily Traynor was about to move to a property 
in Linseed Drive on August 19th, but was told the 
day before there would be a week's delay be¬ 
cause of a problem. 

Miss Traynor is renting the house from housing 
association The Guinness Partnership. 

Having boxed-up her belongings and handed 
back the keys to her previous landlord, she was 
forced to find storage and alternative accommo¬ 
dation for herself and her two young children at 
very short notice. 

At one stage it looked as if the family would 
have to contact East Devon District Council for 
emergency housing. 

Her immediate family lives outside Devon, so 
was not an option. The delay was the final one in 
a series of postponed moves. 

She was initially set to move in at the end of 
June, which was changed to the third week in July 
and then switched again to Friday, August 19th. 

But the bombshell came the day before when 
Guinness Partnership phoned to say the move 
was off for another week because of a problem 
with the drains. 

Miss Traynor said: “With new builds you expect 
something to go wrong, but I had more than one 
delay, one with a day's notice. 

“Spending one night on a friend’s sofa with the 
children would have been fine, but not a whole 
week. 

“It could have led to emergency housing in a 
B&B. It was pretty stressful before it all got 
sorted." 

In the end she stayed with a friend and the chil¬ 
dren stayed with their father. 

Under the circumstances, she is quite happy 
with the way The Guinness Partnership handled 
the situation, but also feels it should never have 
gone that far in the first place. 

Miss Traynor said: “I'm happy to be here now, 
but I am keen that nobody else will be put 
through this. 

“Building companies in general have to realise 
they have a responsibility and that it is not just 
about churning out houses." 

A spokesperson for The Guinness Partnership 
confirmed that one more tenant suffered the 
same problem, and said: “We're really sorry for 



the delay Miss Traynor and her family experi¬ 
enced moving into their new home. 

“Unfortunately the developer experienced a 
number of issues which needed to be resolved 
before they could hand the property over to us. 

“We know this was frustrating for Miss Traynor 
and tried to minimise any inconvenience, includ¬ 
ing arranging storage for the family's belongings 
and delivering them once they’d moved in. 

“We want all of our customers to be happy in 
their homes and will of course continue to offer 
our support if required."

Work on flood defence 
scheme gets under way 


PRELIMINARY work on the 
£540,000 second phase of 
Axminster Millbrook Flood De¬ 
fence Scheme has started, fol¬ 
lowing delays. 

This will include channel- 
widening downstream of the rail¬ 
way and the installation of a 
tree-catcher debris grill upstream 
of the culvert beneath Willhaye 
Lane. 

Following this, the existing 
Willhaye Lane culvert will be 
extended and increased to allow 
greater flows to be conveyed to 
the main River Axe, linking up 
with the existing Network Rail 
culverts and channel improve¬ 
ments further downstream. 

The target was to have an im¬ 
proved culvert in place during 
2014, but the initial design posed 
a flooding risk to third parties 
downstream. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, 
Devon County Council Cabinet 


Member for Highway Manage¬ 
ment and Flood Prevention, said: 
“This scheme is part of our 
Flood Risk Management Action 
Plan which aims to reduce flood 
risk to our communities across 
the county. 

“It will build on the successful 
installation of the phase one 
flood defence wall that was com¬ 
pleted by the county council in 
April 2015. The scheme will pro¬ 
vide flood relief to over 160 
properties identified as being at 
risk from a 1 in 100 year storm 
event.” 

Devon County Council has 
been working closely on the 
scheme with East Devon District 
Council, Network Rail and the 
Environment Agency. 

Partnership funding for the 
works has been achieved through 
a £240,000 Flood Defence 
Grant, £50,000 through Commu¬ 
nity Infrastructure Levy (part of 


the planning process and for¬ 
merly known as Section 106 
Agreement), £50,000 from East 
Devon District Council and more 
than £200,000 from Devon 
County Council. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, 
Devon County and East Devon 
District Councillor for Axmin¬ 
ster, said: “The devastation 
caused in 2012 meant some resi¬ 
dents had to move out of their 
homes for six months or more 
and left many others fearing it 
could happen again. 

“This is a good example of 
partnership working between the 
various authorities and organisa¬ 
tions involved in reducing flood 
risk, and I’m very pleased to see 
the second phase of the project 
under way.”

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East Devon faces loss of more hospital beds 


A WAVE of community hospi¬ 
tal inpatient bed closures is 
likely after health bosses an¬ 
nounced drastic proposals that 
would also see 72 beds concen¬ 
trated to three sites. 

Currently there are a total of 
143 beds spread across eight 
community hospitals in the area 
covered by Northern Eastern 
and Western Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group (NEW 
Devon CCG). 

A shortlist of four options has 
been drawn up by the CCG, 
which would prefer to have beds 
in Seaton, Tiverton and Ex¬ 
mouth. 

The NEW Devon CCG is to 
discuss the report on which the 
proposal is based, and to decide 
if it should go ahead with a pub¬ 
lic consultation, on Wednesday, 
September 28th. 

In a statement issued by NEW 
Devon CCG last week, GP Dr 
David Jenner, chairman of the 
Eastern locality for NEW 
Devon CCG, said: “We know 
we can do more to support a 
faster return home and also pre¬ 
vent unnecessary hospital ad¬ 
missions. 

“Bed-based care will always 
be available for people who 
need to be in a hospital but we 
need to make sure the alterna¬ 
tive of home-based care is al¬ 


ways considered. 

“Too many people are cur¬ 
rently in hospitals that don’t 
need to be there and they could 
be receiving a better service at 
home.” 

Angela Pedder, former chief 
executive of the Royal Devon 
and Exeter NHS Foundation 
Trust and now lead chief execu¬ 
tive for NEW Devon CCG’s 
Success Regime, explained that 
difficult decisions lay ahead, 
saying: “We recognise the 
changes we are proposing will 
prompt difficult debate but we 
firmly believe the options in the 
consultation represent a real op¬ 
portunity for us to improve 
care.” 

In the report’s foreword, she 
said: “Put simply we cannot 
carry on as we are. 

“The services we have cur¬ 
rently in Devon cannot be sus¬ 
tained and that is not only about 
money. 

“We must take action now and 
implement a programme of 
change to secure a health and 
care system capable of meeting 
the changing needs of our pop¬ 
ulation. 

“The problem is ours, must be 
addressed, and a solution found 
no matter how difficult that 
might be.” 

A shortlist of the four options 


is part of the report: 

• Option A: Beds at Tiverton 
(32), Seaton (24) and Exmouth 
(16); 

• Option B: Beds at Tiverton 
(32), Sidmouth (24) and Ex¬ 
mouth (16); 

• Option C: Beds at Tiverton 
(32), Seaton (24) and Whipton 
(16); 

• Option D: Beds at Tiverton 
(32), Sidmouth (24) and 
Whipton (16). 

The CCG report added: “The 
preferred option is A, as this 
combination results in the small¬ 
est changes in travel time and 
has greatest whole system im¬ 
pact. 

“Honiton Hospital and Oke- 
hampton Hospital do not appear 
in any of the shortlisted options. 

“Subject to consultation, the 
proposal would mean that there 
would be no inpatient beds on 
either of these sites and the new 
model of care would be imple¬ 
mented. 

The proposals have already 
generated criticism, and more is 
likely to follow. 

Campaigners in Ottery, Honi¬ 
ton and Sidmouth have already 
voiced their concern (see our re¬ 
spective editions for these 
towns) and pledged to fight for 
their hospitals.

announced that the change of 
community services (including 
hospitals) provider from North¬ 
ern Healthcare NHS Trust to the 
Royal Devon and Exeter NHS 
Foundation Trust (RDEFT) will 
become effective on October 
1st. 

A spokesperson said: “CCG’s 
governing body made the final 
decision to award the contract 
for community services in East¬ 
ern Devon to the RDEFT. 


“This will mean that 1,400 
staff from NDHT will transfer 
under from October 1st 2016 to 
RDEFT. 

“Joined-up community ser¬ 
vices are vital to the future vi¬ 
sion of health and social care in 
Devon and Northern Devon 
Healthcare NHS Trust (NDHT) 
will continue to work closely 
with the teams at the RD&E to 
complete the final stages of the 
transition.”

Hospital beds 
under threat 

HEALTH bosses would like to keep hospital in¬ 
patient beds in Seaton, and local doctors are 
urging residents to have their say in an antic¬ 
ipated consultation exercise. 

Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG) 
says the current number of beds in its area is 
too high. 

Instead, health bosses want to reduce the 
total number of beds from 143 to 72, with 24 of 
them at Seaton Hospital. 

The shortlist includes four alternative op¬ 
tions, with Seaton keeping its hospital beds in 
two of the options. 

NEW Devon CCG will meet on Wednesday 
and is expected to give the go-ahead for a 
public consultation on the proposals. 

GPs from Townsend House Surgery and 
Seaton and Colyton Medical Practice are en¬ 
couraging everyone living in Axe Valley to 
comment on the CCG proposals. 

A joint spokesperson for the practices said: 
“A number of options have been proposed and 
public opinions will be used to shape the final 
decision. 

“Depending on the outcome there may be no 
in-patient beds in future in Seaton Hospital, 
and patients may have to travel further afield 
if they need a hospital bed. 

“Hospitals that lose their inpatient beds may 
become day centres, but at present there is no 
detail about what would happen to sites that 
lose their beds. 

“Ownership of NHS hospitals has recently 
transferred to NHS Property Services who are 
able to sell them if they are no longer being 
used for NHS care." 

Consultation questionnaires will be available 
in local GP surgeries and hospitals should it be 
decided to go ahead. 

The spokesperson concluded: “Regardless of 
which option you support, if you don’t fill out 
the questionnaires your views won’t be 
heard.”

CCG’s announcement 
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Paul completes his ultra triathlon 
challenge in less than 48 hours 


SEATON man Paul Johns 
needed less than 48 hours to 
complete his audacious ultra¬ 
triathlon - equivalent to a dou¬ 
ble Ironman. 

He had set himself the task of 
swimming 4.8 miles, cycling 
224 miles and running 52 
miles - aiming to raise £2,800 
for CLIC Sargent. 

Paul, who supports Swansea 
City FC and is affectionately re¬ 
ferred to as ‘The Welsh Nutter’ 
by fellow Axe Valley Runners 
members after his heroics, set 
out at 6am on Friday, September 
16th from Fisherman’s Gap in 
Seaton. 

All went well for the sea swim 
despite some strong currents, 
with Paul switching to his road 
bike at 9.41am. 

But the strong winds made for 
a tough start to the cycling sec¬ 
tion, which was planned to com¬ 
prise of three anti-clockwise 
laps of East Devon, extending as 
far westwards as Exeter. 

Paul described the first lap as 
‘tough going’ and explained 
how he had to ‘pedal down the 
hills’ when faced with a relent¬ 
less headwind on the outward 
parts of the circuit. 

After completing the second 
lap Paul decided against going 
around for a third time, opting

instead to switch to 12 laps of a 
shorter 5.5-mile circuit around 
Seaton. 

Support team member Craig 
Tiley said: “Continuing through 
the night, the mammoth cycle 
ride was completed at 9.30am 
on Saturday morning. 

“Paul felt in good shape when 
starting the first 16-mile loop for 
his double marathon run. 

“However, the quickly-rising 
temperatures soon took their toll 
and he struggled to continue 
running in the heat. 

“Although Paul was never in 
any doubt about finishing his 
challenge, he made the difficult 
decision to stop after the first 
loop and resume the run at 
6.05pm once the temperature 
had eased.” 

It was a decision that paid off. 

Paul used the break to rest and 
eat in preparation for the re¬ 
maining 36.4 miles, which he 
completed in an impressive 
eight hours and 33 minutes. 

A crowd of supporters, to¬ 
gether with Paul’s wife Jane and 
their four sons, turned out at 
2.38am on the Sunday morning 
to cheer him over the finish line, 
arriving back where he had 


started on the Friday morning. 

Paul was supported throughout 
by a band of helpers and sup¬ 
porters, many who are members 
of Axe Valley Runners. 

He says he knows who they 
are, and he is extremely grateful 
to every one of them. 

Paul also said: “I learned doing 
the challenge how it’s the little 
things that people do that make 
a big difference, and ultimately 
what helps you through to the 
finish. I am also grateful to 
Soanes Cycles in Colyton, who 
generously sponsored the servic¬ 
ing of my road bike in prepara¬ 
tion for the 224 mile ride. 

“All the words of encourage¬ 
ment and support, together with 
the donations received, are what 
kept me going.” 

At the time of going to press 
donations had just passed 
£2,000; Paul’s target of £2,800 
represents ten times the distance 
he completed. 

Paul is hopeful that his target

Paul hopes that other athletes 
may be inspired to attempt a 
similar ultra-triathlon for charity 
on the course, for which he will 
offer his support.

Devon backs pension equality 


DEVON County Council's Cabinet 
is backing the campaign for State 
pension equality for women. 

The authority is planning to 
write to Government Ministers 
detailing its support for the cam¬ 
paign. 

Council leader John Hart has 
also raised the issue with Devon 
MPs at meetings in Westminster. 

The decision follows a lobby of 
the Cabinet by women campaign¬ 
ing against Government changes 
to the State pension age which 
they say will particularly penalise 
those born after 1951. 

The campaign does not oppose 
the policy of men and women re¬ 
tiring at the same age. 

But it says the changes have 
been made too quickly and with¬ 


out proper notice and will cause 
some women significant financial 
hardship. 

It says those worst affected 
stand to lose six years' pension 
income of up to £42,000. 

There was all-party support for 
the move which was proposed by 
the Liberal Democrats. 

Mr Hart told the campaigners: 
“We support you. The council un¬ 
derstands the genuine concerns 
of people at the impact of the 
change to State pension arrange¬ 
ments made by this and previous 
Governments. 

“I have already raised these is¬ 
sues, personally, with Devon MPs 
when I met them in support of the 
campaign."

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Apples in a pot

WHETHER you're into a crisp crunch, a sweet, 
juicy flavour or the tart tang that makes a crumble 
or pie a dessert to savour, the apple is among the 
gardener's favourite. 

We grow more apples both commercially and in 
the garden than any other fruit tree. But you don't 
have to have a massive space to get to the core of 
success, because you can grow apples in pots, al¬ 
though you'll need to give them more tic than you 
would to trees in the ground. 



Pot-grown trees may produce fewer fruit than 
those grown in the ground, but they can be grown 
on paved areas and courtyards in the smallest gar¬ 
dens. 

Many apple trees can be grown in a pot, provided 
they are bought on the appropriate dwarfing root- 
stock, supplied with pollinating companion trees 
and kept well fed and watered. 

Free-standing trees or upright cordons are best 
for growing this way, trained as pyramid or bush 
trees. Dwarf pyramids are conical in shape and 
trained to produce tiers of branches all the way up 
the main trunk, starting around 60cm above the 
soil surface. 

Cordons are vertical 'poles' with short branching 
spurs along their length. Similarly, 'minarette' fruit 
trees, slender, columnar trees, bear their fruits on 
short spurs all the way up a vertical stem rather 
than on long, spreading branches. 

Six to eight feet tall (1.8m-2.4m) when mature, 
minarettes are perfect for container growing, and 
can be planted as close as two to three feet apart 
in open soil. 

Apples on dwarfing rootstocks such as M26 or 
M9 can be grown in large tubs or pots (38-45cm 
diameter) filled with John Innes No. 3 compost. 
These rootstocks keep the tree small and slow- 
growing, as well as bringing it into cropping early 
on in life, which means you may be picking your 
first apples within two years of planting. 

Fill the pot to a level where the graft union of the 
fruit tree will be above the surface of the compost 
once it is planted. You will need to anchor a thick

bamboo cane into the bottom of the container to 
support the tree. 

You will also need to make sure the container is 
stable since, particularly when the tree is in leaf, it 
can act like a sail and get blown over in a strong 
wind, potentially damaging both the tree and the 
container. Containers with a narrow base are there¬ 
fore best avoided. If you put a stake in the pot, then 
you may be able to anchor it from the top to a 
nearby fence. 

The RHS recommends the following culinary ap¬ 
ples for growing in containers: 'Arthur Turner'; 
'Bountiful'; and 'Howgate Wonder', while its 
dessert apple recommendations include 'Alkmene', 
'Discovery', 'Falstaff and 'Fiesta'. 


With any pot-grown tree, don't make the mistake 
of potting into too large a planter too soon. A snug 
pot will not only keep the tree small and manage¬ 
able, it should also force it into producing a good 
crop of fruit long before a similar tree that is 
planted in open soil. 

According to fruit tree specialists Ken Muir 
(www.kenmuir.co.uk) it may be tempting to put a 
small plant into a large container straight away, but 
this is not advisable, as the volume of compost in 
relation to the roots is too great to create water 
movement and air circulation through the soil, 
which will result in stagnant compost and may in 
turn cause root death. 

The vital thing is to keep container-grown trees 
well-watered, particularly during 
hot summers. Add water-retaining 
granules to the soil and mulch or 
underplant with spring bulbs or 
shallow-rooted plants that will keep 
weeds down and moisture in.

5 reasons to take up Pilates

SOME love the rhythm and solitude of a long Sunday morning run, others get their 
kicks from the squeals of rubber soles and balls whizzing high-speed around a squash 
court, while clipping a lead on the dog and braving whatever elements for a stroll on 
the beach does it for many. When it comes to moving our bodies, it's different strokes 
for different folks. 

But there's one form of exercise that ticks so many boxes and offers so many benefits 
- all of which many of us greatly need in our 'Stress Epidemic!', tech-addicted, 'Sitting 
down is the new smoking!' lives - that whatever else you enjoy, you'd do well to con¬ 
sider giving it a go. 

Like thousands of others, it was back pain that first led me to a Pilates studio (just a 
bog-standard room at the local leisure centre; you don't have to fork out for fancy 
classes), and it's the closest thing to a panacea I've ever discovered, doing far more than 
simply improving my posture and providing a top-to-toe stretch. 

Here are five reasons to take up Pilates... 

It encourages us to think of our body and mind as one 

"Pilates in its gentlest form is very much a mind/body discipline. It calms you both 
inside and out, connecting you to your deeper core muscles," notes personal trainer and 
Pilates instructor, Mary Huckle (www.breakthroughfitness.co.uk). Many ancient health 
philosophies - which, remember, informed much of modern medicine - revolve around 
holistic principles, which basically means that body and mind are linked. It's something 
Western societies have lost touch with in modern times, but we only have to look at 
ourselves and our own experiences to be reminded just how true it is that physical and 
emotional health are closely intertwined: how you get more colds when you're stressed; 
why that headache intensifies when you're under pressure; how positive distractions 
can take the edge off that sore knee... "Holistic exercise is the 'buzz' in the industry 
right now, and Pilates is hugely popular. It's a challenging deep-core workout, but is 
much kinder to body and mind. It allows you to be mindful and focus on the inside, 
and encourages slower-paced movement based around great technique. The perfect way 
to take time out, while still getting and amazing feel-good workout!" says Elaine Den¬ 
ton, personal trainer and group health and fitness support for David Lloyd Clubs 
(w ww.davidlloy d .co .uk). 

It could make you a better runner/cyclist/tennis player, etc 

If you think Pilates isn't 'your thing', because you prefer a particular sport or more 
vigorous exercise, think again. A strong core, good alignment and even better breathing 
technique will all help support your body in your fitness pursuits elsewhere. A good 
core isn't just about blitzing those abs crunches; there's far more to it - and investing a 
little time in it through Pilates could pay dividends in terms of boosting your overall 
performance in whatever exercise you enjoy and preventing injury. "In terms of runners, 
sometimes a slight imbalance in the body will go on to create problems because it's 
such a repetitive movement you're doing. Even a small adjustment in your posture or 
in your core stability can make a huge impact," says Lynne Robinson, founder of Body 
Control Pilates (www.bodycontrolpilates.com). 

It can help with chronic pain management 

Of course, anybody with a medical condition or chronic pain problems should seek 
professional advice before embarking on any new exercise regime - but providing you 
listen to your body, start gently and stay within your limits, Pilates could become a cen¬ 
tral, possibly even life-changing, part of how you manage your condition in the long¬ 
term, both physically and psychologically. Strengthening your core and keeping muscles 
loose can help to support your body, removing strain from joints, for example. Pilates 
can also provide a gentle way of keeping your circulation up, hopefully helping relieve 
pain over time and bring about an often much-needed sense of doing something positive 
for your body. "Exercise is being described as the new drug, and in particular Pilates is 
being prescribed by more and more GPs as either an alternative to drugs or as a com¬ 
plementary therapy. It also has proven benefits for sufferers of neurological conditions, 
as well as the more common postural alignment benefits, for example, improving lower 
back pain and in certain cases, even avoiding surgery," says Huckle. 

It relieves stress 

Pans of Pilates are well aware that it works wonders for the mind as well as the body, 
and a recent study found Pilates really does help us deal with mental and emotional 
stress. "The scientists at the University of Pittsburgh have identified a circuit, 
which directly links part of the brain to the adrenal medulla (this is the inner part of the 
adrenal gland, which triggers an adrenal surge when we feel stressed). The very same 
network is also associated with the part of our brain which controls movements," 
explains Robinson. 

Physiotherapists often recommend it 

When you have a history of injuries or musculoskeletal problems, perhaps associated 
with back pain (as we know, extremely common in the UK!), it's easy to think you need 
to avoid physical activity as much as possible. Experts are increasingly trying to 
highlight that, in fact, the opposite is tme, and staying as regularly active as possible 
is actually vital in managing such problems. Of course, some people may need rest 
periods and you'll still need to be sensible, but there's good reason a lot of physiother¬ 
apists encourage patients to take up gentle Pilates. "Pilates sessions can really help 
manage back pain. At Boost Physio, we have special remedial Pilates sessions and 
classes for women suffering from back pain or recovering from injuries. We work with 
our clients on safely strengthening the core posture, deep abdominal muscles and pelvic 
floor muscles that protect and support the spine. This is ideal for women recovering 
from back injuries or spine problems and regular Pilates sessions are fantastic for 
recovery, long term pain management and prevention", says Laura Herman of Boost 
Physio (boostphysio.com). 
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5 salt myths

MOST of us are well aware that high blood pressure 
is a major risk factor for some of the UK's most 
common killers, such as stroke and coronary heart 
disease. But are you aware just how big a role salt 
consumption can play in developing high blood 
pressure in the first place? 

Even if you are clued up on this, there's still a 
chance you're not entirely sure how much salt you're 
consuming - especially if you regularly eat pro¬ 
cessed foods (things like ready-made sauces, basi¬ 
cally many of the foods you're not preparing from 
scratch), which, according to Consensus Action on 
Salt & Health (CASH), around 75% of the salt in 
our diets comes from. 

According to recent research from low-salt alter¬ 
native brand LoSalt, nearly two-thirds of people 
(63%) are not actively reducing their salt intake - 
which indicates there's still a lack of awareness 
around the white stuff and its associated health risks. 

So what else do you need to know about salt in¬ 
take? We've done some salt myth-busting to point 
you in the right direction... 

MYTH: You can eat as much salt as you like... 
False! We need salt to survive, so cutting it out en¬ 
tirely is NOT the goal. However, too much of it can 
lead to potentially serious problems down the line. 
As many as three-quarters (75%) of the population 
don't realise that 6g is the maximum daily recom¬ 
mended salt intake, according to the LoSalt survey. 
There's two components in salt: sodium and chlo¬ 
ride, and it's the sodium that is doing the damage be¬ 
cause it can lead to high blood pressure. Although 
most people with high blood pressure don't realise 
they have it, it is responsible for around 50% of 
heart disease cases and 60% of strokes, according 
to the World Health Organisation. 

MYTH: Rock salt is healthier than regular 
salt... Many people believe trendier sea and rock 
salts are healthier than regular salts, but this is in¬ 
correct. Nutritionist and dietitian Azmina Govindji 
says: "They contain the same amount of sodium 
chloride: 100%! Sea salt may contain traces of other 
minerals, but the levels are too low to have a health 
benefit and so it is not healthier for you than any 
other salt." 

MYTH: Saltless food is bland... Extra salt added 
during cooking makes up 20% of our salt intake, 
notes Govindji. Granted, this might not sound like 
much, but it's the chunk of our intake which we're 
most in control of. We might think our dinner will 
taste bland without a sprinkling of salt, but this isn't 
strictly true."By reducing a little here and there, 
you'll soon find your taste buds become accustomed 
to not having such high levels of salt and you'll have 
less need for it in cooking and for seasoning food," 
says Govindji. 

MYTH: There are no alternatives to salt... For 

those who really can't go without the taste of salt, 
brands like LoSalt offer an alternative to the tradi¬ 
tional white stuff. It still contains all the flavour of 
normal salt, but contains 66% less sodium. Also, t 
ry herbs and spices, vinegar or a dash of lemon in¬ 
stead to give your food the punch of flavour that salt 
usually would. Dill tastes great with fish, rosemary 
is wonderful with meat, and basil will finish off a 
pasta dish perfectly. 

MYTH: Cutting out salt in cooking is all you 
need to do... Not adding salt to cooking is a good 
start - but it's important to remember that this is only 
a small part of the solution, and there's plenty more 
we can do. The food we buy fresh in supermarkets 
can still be salt heavy, so always read the labels. If 
you can't always cook from scratch, choose low-salt 
options and avoid the red traffic light on food labels! 
Eat notoriously high-salt foods, like cheese, bacon, 
ham, salted and roasted nuts and salami, in moder¬ 
ation, and watch out for ready meals, pizzas, pasta 
sauces and bread. They're usually far higher in salt 
than you might think!

Dominic Howies' Septet to play at Ilminster Arts Centre 


DOMINIC Howies’ Septet is an extremely ac¬ 
complished, modem/contemporary band with a 
polished, all round sound, very much in the same 
vein as some of the popular bands of the 50s and 
early 60s such as the Miles Davis sextets and the 
Gerry Mulligan septet/octet. Playing standards 
and their own compositions, their music is very 
accessible, with a good swing to it, and will 
greatly appeal to our modem jazz audience. 

Dominic Howies began his musical career in 
Bristol in the late 1980s as an aspiring electric 
bassist worshipping at the feet of Jaco Pastorius, 
Marcus Miller and Stanley Clarke. His musical 
colleagues in the city persuaded him to purchase 
a double bass that had allegedly once belonged 
to Clarke and the young Howies subsequently 
became something of a fixture on the jazz scene 
around Bristol and Bath. Out of this came the 
call for him and saxophonist Ben Waghorn to 
join the then high profile Tommy Chase Quartet 
and Howies made the move to London in 1990, 
remaining in the capital ever since. Along the 
way he obtained a degree from the Jazz Course 
at the Guildhall School of Music under the tute¬ 
lage of Pete Churchill and Simon Purcell. The 
purchase of that double bass obviously acted as 


a musical turning point and Howies now names 
Paul Chambers, Oscar Pettiford, Ray Brown, 
Dave Holland, Christian McBride and Larry 
Grenadier as his bass heroes. 

As a freelance double bassist Howies has since 
played with a wide variety of London based mu¬ 
sicians over the course of the last twenty plus 
years. Among these was Tim Richards with 
whom Howies appeared on the pianist's 2010 
trio album "Shapeshifting", a recording re¬ 
viewed elsewhere on this site. Howies also 
played on an earlier Richards trio offering, 
2003's "Twelve By Three". Others with whom 
Howies has collaborated include singers Gill 
Cook, Anita Wardell and Christine Tobin, saxo¬ 
phonists Alan Skidmore, Art Themen, Don 
Weller and Tim Whitehead, guitarist Nigel Price 
and drummer Clark Tracey. 

Howies clearly remembers his early days in 
Bristol with a lot of affection and thanks to the 
influence of Tommy Chase and others his musi¬ 
cal preferences have changed substantially in the 
intervening time, graduating from fusion to clas¬ 
sic hard bop. However Howies has never lost his 
love for a good pop song and material is not nec¬ 
essarily comprised of jazz or bebop standards but 
of interesting arrangements 
of other material. Duke 
Ellington and particularly Gil 
Evans are acknowledged 
touchstones in this respect.

OUR CLOSE relationship with trees is the intrigu¬ 
ing premise behind a new exhibition at that opens 
at Ilminster Arts Centre on October 3rd. Curated 
by Somerset based artist and tree dowser Gordon 
Field, ‘Find a Tree’ is an exhibition of artworks in 
a variety of media, based on selected artist’s re¬ 
sponses to a favourite, or found, tree. 

The origins of the exhibition began five years 
ago when Gordon realised that he had strong 
dowsing skills while on a course with the late 
Hamish Miller. A month later this was followed 
by an ‘out of body’ experience in an ancient wood¬ 
land in Brittany, after which Gordon’s work took

Famous crimefighter brought 
to the stage for Exeter show 


AFTER having a month off, music-wise, in August, 
we were all pleased and excited to get the Septem¬ 
ber gigs started. 

On Saturday 3rd we enjoyed the second perfor¬ 
mance in South Petherton of the award-winning 
trio, Moore Moss and Rutter. These young musi¬ 
cians showed not only brilliant musicianship but 
also their skills in reworking traditional English 
tunes and songs into something far more contem¬ 
porary. Their tools - violin, melodeon, guitar and 
voice - may be simple enough, but they demon¬ 
strated their ability to take the enthralled audience 
on a musical journey. A truly special band which 
has a really bright future in the Folk world! 

On Sunday 4th, an exciting and diverse classical 
performance was loved by everyone. The Diverti¬ 
mento String Quartet gave an afternoon concert of 
The Grand Tour, which was a journey of music 
from around the world. This quartet was certainly 
well received and I have no doubt that the afternoon 
format will be repeated. 

On Saturday 17th we welcomed back, after an 
eight-year absence, legendary band The Strawbs for 
an Acoustic performance. 

Having been formed in the 1960s by Dave 
Cousins, The Strawbs had seven consecutive al¬ 
bums in the USA Billboard 200 and their most suc¬ 
cessful album - Heroes and Heroine - has recently 
been listed by Rolling Stone magazine as “one of 
the 50 greatest Prog-Rock Albums of all time.” 

The current lineup has been together since 1973, 
which showed in both the fantastic guitar playing 
and the stunning harmonies. The Strawbs took us 
on an historic musical journey, charting the music 
from their formation to the present day. A great trio, 
still producing great music. 

On Friday 23rd we enjoyed for the first time an¬ 
other band with a fantastic pedigree when The 
Home Service - formed in 1981 and fronted at that 
time by John Tams - gave an outstanding perfor¬ 
mance to another large audience. Now fronted by 
the great musician John Kirkpatrick, this band 
played live with this line-up for the first time. 

This eight-piece band with a four-piece full-on 
brass section gave a stunning performance, featur¬ 
ing tracks from both their latest album, A New 
Ground, and also older material. We enjoyed 
Folk/Rock at its best, which ensured this was a truly 


memorable night. I have no doubt that The Home 
Service gig will be talked about for years to 
come! 

I am really excited about The David Hall”s Oc¬ 
tober line-up as there will be an eclectic mix of 
styles - which means that whatever your musical 
preferences, there is almost certainly something 
in the programme for you! 

We start on Saturday 1st with a “must see” act 
when The Roving Crows perform their take on 
Roots, Folk and Celtic music in a “Chance to 
Dance” event. This quartet is renowned for its 
high-energy live performances featuring fiddle, 
guitar, bass, percussion and vocals. The charis¬ 
matic Roving Crows were last with us in 2014, 
when they showed why they are one of the most 
sought-after bands on the circuit. 

Friday 7th sees another group visiting The 
David Hall for the first time when Rob Heron and 
The Tea Pad Orchestra - who are one of the hard¬ 
est-working bands on the UK Roots circuit - will 
perform. This five-piece band will play their own 
brand of Western Swing, Blues, Gypsy Jazz and 
Country, or “North-Eastern Swing” as they 
coined it. This is a really talented band, and like 
no other. 

On Saturday 15th October a group that have be¬ 
come regular visitors - The Churchfitters, based 
in Brittany - will again bring their own take on 
Folk/Rock. This ever-popular trio is quite unique 
as their instruments include a double bass made 
out of a saucepan, together with a musical saw, 
dulcimer, tin whistle, electric hub-cap bass- 
bouzouki - and very much more. Heart-wrench¬ 
ing vocals, plus stompingly-fast fiddle playing 
mixed with infectious Funk-Rock rhythms, are 
part of their uniqueness. 


On Saturday 22nd, another band will be on their 
first visit to us when the five-piece Keston Cobblers 
Club are booked to perform. Over the last few 
years, they have built an army of fans. Keston Cob¬ 
blers Club recently supported Bellowhead on their 
farewell tour when they showed off not only their 
exceptional musical skills but also performances of 
genuine warmth.

KIA has announced details of a range of up¬ 
grades to the Soul compact SUV, and the 
introduction of a powerful new 201 bhp 1.6-litre 
T-GDI engine variant, the most powerful Soul 
ever engineered by the Korean brand. 

The Soul has received a light update to its ex¬ 
terior and interior design, and is now available 
with new safety and infotainment technologies. 
The upgraded Soul and Soul 1.6 T-GDI will be 
available in the UK from late 2016 and will have 
its public unveiling at the 2016 Paris Motor Show 
(Mondial de I’Automobile) on 29 September. 

Soup for the Soul: Kia launches new 201 bhp

Kia has introduced a new version of the Soul to 
the line-up - the new Soul 1.6 T-GDI. 

Powered by Kia's 201 bhp 1.6-litre T-GDI 
(turbo gasoline direct injection) engine from the 
cee'd GT and pro_cee'd GT, the new Soul 1.6 T- 
GDI is the most powerful Soul that Kia has pro¬ 
duced. With the new engine, the car will 
accelerate from 0-to-60 mph in 7.5 seconds, 
with a top speed of 122 mph and produce C02 
emissions of 156 g/km.
